Some Candidate* 


There are some candidates for the 


offices at city hall and elsewhere—and 
then some. 
The one position 
about 


which there l« no doubt of the probabil- 
ty o£ an election coming, i« that of 
chairman of th« police 
commission. 


The term of John J. Mullaney. which is 
for six years, and prescribed by law 
lomes to an end with the beginning 
of next June, and hence an election 
must take place. 
Mr. Mullaney would 


not object to succeeding himself; In 
'act he very much desires to succeed 
himself. 
But others would like the 


position, and most of them aver that 
one term is enough for any man, when 
that term extends over six years. Some 
of the candidates mentioned, on the 
street, are Dr. A. J. Gagnon. David A. 
Parthonals. J. C. Manseau. Joseph Pay- 
ette, and several others who thus far 
have succeeded in keeping their can- 
didacy a secret. 
Several men are men- 


tioned as candidates who haven't the 
slightest notion of seeking the position. 
This election Is six months off as yet 
and there's ample opportunity for ev- 
erybody to get in. 


A disinterested spectator 
wonders 


why there are so many-candidates for 
some of the positions while no candi- 
dates appear to be seeking the oth- 
ers. 
The answer is that in cases 


where men holding official positions at 
city hall and elsewhere were prominent 
In politics during the past campaign 
the public has the 
impression that 


changes will he made In their positions, 
especially when the results showed that 
they were on the wrong end. 
Hence 


the numerous candidates for their po- 
sitions. 
For Instance. In the case of 


Supt. of Charities Martin J. Conley. the 
latter was prominent In the campaign, 
working for the election of Mayor Mur- 
phy. 
The charter places him under 


the direct supervision 
of 
tho 
man 


against whom he worked so hard. And 
there Is one of the weaknesses of the 


Initiative but he cannot interfere with 
the head of a department without a ma- 
jority vote ot the municipal council. 
Thus in thli case, Supt. Conley, a po- 
litical enemy of th« mayor-elect now 
comes under the direction of the man 
whom he tried to keep out of onlce. 
What Is the chance for co-operation 
between the two? 
The commissioner 


should have direct control over the men 
under him. 
Already two candidates 


are working hard for Mr. Conley's posi- 
tion, Solomon Mayberry anil' Waller 
Bowers. Mr. Conley will also make a 
strenuous effort to hold his position. 


A similar situation exists In the po- 
ce 
department. 
Supt. Welch 
has 


been strenuously antl-O'Donnell for^a 
long time and now he has 
him as a 


boss. 
I might remark Incidentally 


that the report on the street to the 
effect that the big chief Is going to 
resign has not been confirmed. 
Supt. 


Welch was very much Interested in 
politics during the past campaign, and 
hence there are candidates In the field 
for his position. 
Among them are 


two republicans, whose friends believe 
that with tho municipal council com- 
posed of three republicans and 
two 


democrats, thero is a chance. 
One 


may talk as he pleases about noti- 
partl»anshlp under the present charter, 
but the old party spirit still remains 
and the republicans are quite confident 
that something will be doing now thai 
a majority of the board is repub- 
lican. 


William D. Regan and Harold Var- 


num, both republicans In state poli- 
tics are mentioned as candidates for 
the position now held by City Solicitor 
Hennessy, hut Mr. Hennessy will also 
be In the field when the time comes. 


Six candidates tor sealer of weights 


and measures are said to be looking 
around for Mr. Etonian's position, and 
there are the usual number on 'the 
lookout for Mr. Monahan's job as city 
messenger. 
And speaking of the city 


messenger's position there are even 
more candidates after the position held 
by Cornelius F. Cronln as janitor than 
there are after his chief's job. 
Mr. 


Cronln's position comes directly under 
the Jurisdiction of the commissioner of 
buildings rather than under the mu- 
nicipal council. 
Mr. Cronin played a 


conspicuous part in the municipal cam- 
paign. 
Finder's Job* 
Tea, verily there are 


candidates, and their name Is legion. 
Mr. Finder Is also a candidate himself. 
To those who are aware, of certain 
circumstances that arose during Mayor 
O'Donnell's administration, 
the 
fact 


that Messenger Plnder was one of the 
leading lieutenants of Mayor Murphy 
during the past campaign was a mat- 
ter of. great surprise. 
None worked 


more diligently for a lost cause than 
did the energetic police messenger. 


The manner in which the increase of
